plan as a key weapon in the bat* 
tie to provide decent housing fof 
low income families. 


Under the plan, the federal "W 


government would pay the dif- 
ference between 25 per cent of a 
family's income and the rent for 
adequate housing in projects 
built and operated by nonprofit 
organizations. None of the sub- 
sides would go to individual, 
private landlords. 


In passing the omnibus 1965 


housing bill, the Senate defeated 
47 to 40 a Republican move to* 
kill the rent subsidy authoriza-*' 
tion. Later senators voted 45 to 
37 to keep in an appropriations 
bill a $12 million item for the ' 
rent subisideis. But the House 
balked and the funds were 
dropped at that time. 


Ths year, in acting on the 


measure before the Senate to- 
day, the House supported the 
new program. It turned down, 
198 to 190, a GOP move to ki»> 
the subsidies. 


As approved by the Senate 


Appropriations Committee, the 
bill contains $2.8 billion in doz- 
ens of allotments to tide Various 
government agencies over for 
the rest of the fiscal year ending 
June 30.

Anti-Missile 
Depot of Reds 
Are Mystery

WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


officials said today Ihe Russians 
started lo build anlimissile fa- 
cilities some time 
ago bul 


stopped, 
apparently 
because 


they ran into difficulties. 


This was the firmest informa- 


, tion yet provided that the Soviet 
Union aclually had begun, at 
least at one stage, to emplace a 
system designed to try to knock 
down U.S. Intercontinental Bal- 
listic Missiles. 


The officials were vague as to 


the present stage of the Soviet 
antimissile program. They said 
they do not know whether the 
Soviets are deplying an anti- 
missile system. 


This disclaimer was taken 
v with some skepticism. The Unit- 


ed States makes it its business 
to keep a close check on such 
developments inside the Soviet 
Union, in part through the use 
of reconnaissance satellites. 


Reports of antimissile sites 


being erected around Leningrad 
and Moscow date back to 1963 
but there has never been any 
. official confirmation. 
* The Soviels have made claims 


th/U they have the ability lo 
knock down U.S. missiles and 
American authorities have not 
challenged this. 
However, the officials 
who 


spoke of the slart which Ihe So- 
viels made on conslrucling an- 
timissile facilities stressed that 
— regardless of what kind of a 
system the Soviets might install 
« — the U.S. missile forcd can 


penetrate any defense system 
and destroy the Soviet Union, if 
necesary. 


It was noted that the United 


States has put great effort in 
development of what are called 
penetration aids. 


These are devices of various 


sorts designed to enable U.S 
missiles to evade or fool Com- 
munisl antimissile batteries.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Earl 


t. Brawner's world is dark and 
. But the hard-working 27-year- 
old Brawner wants no syrrtpa- 
silent. He is blind and deaf, 
thy. In fact, it irritates him. 


"Sympathy is not wanted and 


should not be wanted by any 
deaf, blind person," Brawner 
says. "I just want to be consid- 
ered a human being like anyone 
else." 


He holds a full-time job as an 


$80-a-week Braille assistant in 
the Library of Congress' Divi- 
sion for the Blind. 


He writes short stories, war 


essays, 
romances—"Easy 
to 


read stuff." 


He puffs occasionally on a big 


cigar. 


He enjoys physical exercise, 


particularly wrestling. 


When 
the broad-shouldered 


Brawner i sat work in the liba- 
ry's crowded annex, it takes 
more than a casual glance to 
realize he can neither see nor 
hear. 


He dresses in a white shirt 


and dark slacks. His tie is neat- 
ly knotted, his shoes shined, his 
hair close-cropped. 


His movements are quick and 


sure as he grades and corrects 
correspondence work done i n 
Braille be sighted volunteers 
stydying to becom eteachers of 
the blind. 


He is a competent typist, 


sometimes preparing title pages 
nor Braille books being sent to 
regional libraries for lending to 
the blind. 


He has learned to operate a 


machine that duplicates a page 
of Braile. 


For 
an interview , another 


blind library employe translated 
questions into manual alphabet, 
spelling out words in Brawner's 
palm. Brawner answered in a 
halting, but easily understood 
montone. 


He said he lost his sight and 


hearing in 1950, at the age of 11, 
when stricken by spinal menin- 
gitis. After a year in a hospital, 
he started the long period of 
training and adjustment.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Securities and Exchange com- 
mission 
charged 
Wednesday 


that the Georgia-Pacific Corp., 
manipulated the 
price of its 


stock to obtain a more favor- 
able exchange in acquiring four 
companies since 1961. 


In a complaint filed with the 


federal District Court for South- 
ern New York, the SEC charged 
fraudulent and deceitful actions 
by the corporation, two of its 
officers, and the secretary of 
one officer. 


It asked the court for a pre- 


liminary injunction against fur- 
ther such stock transactions. 


The complaint charged that 


since May 26, 1961, the defend- 
ants, through a stock bonus 
trust, drove UD the price of the 
firm's shares on the New York 
Stock Exchange during and im- 
mediately prior to the periods 
when the stock would be valued 
for a merger agreement. 


The transactions, the SEC 


said, represented a fraud 
and 


deceit upon stockholders of the 
St. Croix, Me., 
Paper 
Cop 


Vanity Fair Paper Mills, Inc 
of New York City, Bestwall 
Gpysum Co. of Ardmore, Pa., 
and the Royal Fibre Corp. and 
Royal Container Co 
of San 


Francisco. 


Each acquisition was accom- 


plished by exchanging Georgia- 
Pacific stock for the acquired 
companies. 


Named in the complaint in 


addition to the company which 
has main offices at Portland 
Ore., are Owen R. Cheatham. 
board chairman and trustee of 
the stock bonus trust; Robert 
B. Pamplin, company president 
and also a stock bonus trustee 
and Mrs. Dorothy D Brooks 
secretary to Cheatham, who! 
the SEC said, had discretion to 
purchase stock for the bonus 
plan and the company treasury 
under Cheatham's general di- 
rection. 


The SEC said the defendants 


made purchases 
of Georgia- 


Pacific 
stock in such a way 


that the price rose 
in this 


manner, 
the SEC complaint 


charged. Georgia-Pacific would 
not have to issue as many of 
its shares 
in exchange

assets of the companies it

NEW YORK (AP) - How do 


you measure the affluence of 
the affluent American people? 
Today's society got its title of 
affluent partly because 
total 


personal incomes have risen to 
a record high but also because 
total consumer spending has 
risen-just as fast. 


Income is commonly used as 


the measure of affluence and 
spending as the manifestation of 
it. 


But there are other factors in 


a definitive summing up of the 
economic status of Americans 
as individuals or as a group. 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission has totted up all 
the latest available figures. It 
reports that personal assets 
have risen to a recordw high 
along with personal incomes — 
but that personal indebtedness 
also has hit new highs. 


Fortunately, the financial as- 


sets of individuals top their 
debts by a sizable margin. This 
puts an apparent still solid base 
under the affluence which the 
income and spending figures 
portray. 


The SEC puts personal finan- 


cial saving at a record $34 bil- 
lion. But there are other forms 
that assets take. 


For example, private insur- 


ance and pension reserves rose 
$13 billion in the vear to a total 
of $208.7 billion. Federal goven- 
ment insurance and pension re- 
serves went up by $5 billion to 
$61.8 
billion. And funds put in 


private noninsured pension pro- 
grams rose $5.6 billion to a total 
of $70.9 billion — compared with 
'he $2 billion rise in insured 
pension reserves to $27.2 billion

Detection, Destruction 
Is Best Cancer Attack

Q—What c a u s e s lymph 


node sarcoma? Can it be 
cured? 
Is it true 
that a 


German scientist has found a 
drug that will cure it? How 
long can a person live with a 
malignancy of the voice box? 
Is cancer ever caused by a 
blackhead0 


A—Sarcoma 
is a highly 


malignant form of cancer. The 
cause of all cancers is still a 
mystery 
although there 
is 


some "evidence that 
some 


forms are caused by a virus. 
Scientists are constantly find- 
ing new treatments for cancer 
but, although many 
drugs 


have been helpful, none that 
is a sure cure has yet been 
found. The best treatment is 
still early detection and com- 
plete destruction of the tumor 
cells by surgical removal, ir- 
radiation or both. 


With 
most malignancies, 


including those of the voice 
box, the victim will die in less 
than five years if the disease 
is not treated. That is why the 
so-called five-year cures are 
regarded with optimism. A 
blackhead will not become 
cancerous, but a cancer could 
start in the vicinity of one 
purely by chance. On the 
other hand, if the skin lesion 
is not a blackhead but a small 
pigmented 
brown 
or 
blue 


mole, it may undergo malig- 
nant change, especially if it 


is 
subjected 
to 
repeated 


trauma. 


Q—Should a woman who is 


over 65 take the Pap test? Or 
a woman who has had a 
uterine fibroid removed? 


A-~A11 women who are over 


40 should have a Pap smear 
taken once or twice a year. 


Q—A man I know had \ 


tumor removed. The surgeon 
said the tumor was cancerous 
but not malignant. Can this be 
true? 


A—Ordinarily not but what 


the surgeon probably said was 
that the tumor was precancer- 
ous, meaning that it was po- 
tentially cancerous. Some tu- 
mors of the face are classified 
as cancers but are not very, 
malignant. 


Q—I have had my uterus 


removed because of cancer. 
My doctor now says I have 
metastatic carcinoma. What 
does that mean and what is 
the treatment? 


A—Your cancer has metas- 


tasized or spread to other 
parts of the body. X ray q~ 
radium and some of the newer 
drugs such as thiotepa and 
chlorambucil will make you 
more comfortable and prolong 
your life.

WASHINGTON "(At*) — A 


hard congressional fight loomed 
today over the Johnson adminis-

Rights Act 
which includes a 


controversial fair housing pro- 
posal and new weapons against 
racial terrorism. 


"I think we'll get it through, 


but it will be a tight squeeze," 
predicted Emanuel Celler, D- 
N.Y., chairman of the House 
Judiciary Committee which will 
begin hearings on the bill next 
Wednesday. 


A number of observers — in- 


cluding Celler — feel the bill 
has one strike against it already 
— timing. 


"They held it up too long," 


Celler said. "And that's why it's 
going to be close." 


President Johnson finally sent 


his latest civil rights package to 
Capitol Hill Thursday, more 
than a month after the bill was 
reported ready. 


The death of Celler's wife, the 


Easter recess, and a complex 
Supreme Court decision — vir- 
tually 
inviting 
legislation 


against Ku Klux Klan-type vio- 
lence — contributed to the de- 
lay. 


Some sources said the late 


arrival of the bill could enhance 
the chances for success of a 
Southern filibuster this summer 


—timed to begin just as the 


election-minded Congress began 
looking for an early adjourn- 
ment. 


The bill covers a vast range

Surgeon General William H.

A violent gust ripped the roof 
off a building at the Ferry Lum- 
ber Co., but the company vice 
president, Lawrence F. Pierson, 
wasn't bothered. 


"We looked on it as just an 


early start on urban renewal," 
Pierson said.

marked for redevelopment. 


Inside China 
Foreigner Is 
a Curiosity

SHANGHAI (AP) - Fright- 


ening ignorance and prejudice 
about foreigners exist every- 
where in China. It was one of 
the constant things I experi- 
enced on my first visit there. 


Traditionally the Emperor of 


China believed that all foreign- 
ers had come to pay him trib- 
ute. In those days visitors were 
known as foreign devils; today 
they are called foreign friends. 


Even today, when tourists 


from all Western countries ex- 
cept America are allowed in to 
the big cities, a foreigner is 
something of a surprise. Even 
the cars — nearly all cars are 
foreign, sometimes American or 
British, but mostly East Euro- 
pean — provided by the tourist 
service attract crowds wherever 
they are 
parked. 
Mild but 


friendly stares of curiosity sur- 
round you until you soon be- 
come used to them. And chil- 
dren clap when they hear the 
words "foreign friends." 


Whether friends or devils, for- 


eigners still pose problems for 
the Chinese. 
Referring to the unmentionable 
Russians, a Chinese lady told 
me, "We have lost our best 
friends." How, I wondered, can 
the welcome extended to foreign 
visitors be reconciled with the 
hate campaign which by now 
includes not only the U.S. im- 
perialists but also the Khru- 
shchev revisionists, the Castro 
revisionists, and other lackeys 
and flunkeys too numerous to 
mention? 


We were told that children 


learn to distinguish between the 
perhaps innocent foreigner and 
his wicked governmental sys- 


t tern. But how can ttifv know 
that the foreigner is innocent if 
they are kept ignorant of his 
world, his history and culture? 


I visited a university English 


class where students, though 
drilled to pronounce such tongue 
twisters as "Bureaucracy, im- 
perialist, 
revisionism," 
were 


taught nothing about America 
or Britain, except that Negroes 
are whipped for smoking in the 
street, and that British children 
are still crowding into Oliver 
Twist's workhouse. There were 
libraries of British and Ameri- 
can books on the campus but 
the last date of withdrawal in 
the mass of the books I leafed 
through was 1948. 


Inside the schools and in the 


streets, posters still show Ne- 
groes, Westerners and Chinese, 
striding arm in arm toward a 
proletarian future. But word has 
gone round the new countries, a 
foriegn diplomat told me, of the 
difficult life for embassy offi- 
cials in Peking. African diplo- 
mats unlucky enough to be post- 
ed to China find themselves ex- 
iled for years and years, since 
no one at home wants to replace 
them. In Peking's only bar, on 
the sixth floor of the Hsin Chiao 
Hotel, Japanese, German anfl 
British businessmen play bil- 
liards. Peking evenings offer 
them nothing else. 


Hair-Line Difference Is 
Seen Between 'Sanctuary1 


and'Hot Pursuit'Words 


WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. 


officials have drawn a distinc- 
tion between a "no sanctuary" 
policy and the principle of "hot 
pursuit," 


They said hot pursuit means 


chasing an enemy during a 
combat Kenagement — even 
across a frontier. But this does 
not include 
adeliberate strike 


at an 
enemy base — the no 


sanctuary policy. 


In explaining the distinction, 


U.S. officials cited the Korean 
war. Then H.S. planes

across the 
Yalu River

Chinese air space durinq run- 
ning engagements, they said, 
but the United States held to the 
sanctuary 
principle, 
barring 


atlncks on the Chinese main- 
land.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


House has voted to broaden the 
Equal Employment Opportunity 
Commission's power to fight 
racial discrimination in private 
employment.

94 and sent to the Senate, the 
year-old commission could issue 
orders requiring employers and 
labor unions to halt discrim- 
inatory practices. Now the com- 
mission is limited to persuasion.

SAIGON, South Viet

(AP) — The most embattled 
American ambassador in the 
world heads home Saturday for 
a major review of U.S. policyin 
Viot Nam. 


Henry Cabot Lodge leaves 


behind his fortress-like embassy 
in steaming Saigon and the 
largest American military and 
civilian force in any 
foreign 


country. 


He also leaves tough problems 


that include political turmoil In 
South Viet Nam as well as the 
bitter war against the Commu- 
nist Viet Cong. 


He has promised to return in 


two to three weeks. Rumors 
that he plans to resign have 
been denied. 


"The ambassador is in top 


shape, the crisis has not de- 
stroyed his nerves or his stami- 
na," a close associate said of 
the 63-year- old diplomat. "To 
use an old-fashioned word, he is 
a patriot. He could well retire 
on his laurels. But he considers 
it his duty to serve here as long 
as he can and is useful." 


To eliminate any appearance 


of a crisis trip, Lodge plans to 
stop in Rome on the way to 
Washington and may see Pope 
Paul VI. Then he expects to 
spend a few days around Bos- 
ton, his home area. He is due in 
Washington May 7 or 8. 


U.S. officials are firm — "No 


crisis decisions will result from 
his trip. It will be a general, 
important reviewe and perhaps 
some new policy decisions. But 
this is no crisis trip." 


Lodge has been in Viet Nam 


since last August on his second 
tour here, taking over from 
Gen. Maxwell ):/, Taylor, In fefs 
absence. Deputy Chief of Mis- 
sion William Porter — a veteran 
of French Algeria's chaos and 
agony — will be in charge. 


The nine months have been 


filled with tension and crisis for 
Lodge, with hard decisoins and 
tricky 
maneuvering between 


various factions struggling for 
power and influence in South 
Viet Nam. 


But he likes to refer to him- 


self as a retired politician, be- 
cause of his career as a senator 
and Republican vice presiden- 
tial nominee, and friends say 
this is an asset in a situation 
like the one here. 


He has been trying to be as 


inconspicuous as possible, feel- 
ing that this is the best course 
of action for an American am- 
bassador here. He has made 
several public speeches but pre- 
fers to avoid them. He believes 
it is up to the President and the 
secretary of state to announce 
U.S. policy.
